OCCURRED DISAPPEARED — 100,- 
000 "WINDOWS BROKEN 


LONDON. March (Correspondence of 


the Associated 
Press). — Five 
million 


dollars' damage was done and 100,000 
windows broken by the explosion in 
the east end of London on Jan. 19, ac- 
cording to the current issue of Fire, a 
technical publication. The building in 
which the explosion occurred 
disap- 


peared. and an immense crater 100 feet 
by 30 feet deep was formed. 


"The triumph of ferro-concrete con- 


struction is the most striking feature 
of the catastrophe." the 
paper 
says. 


the concrete enabled the uin."irr-- 
"Not only have such structurse .within 
the explosion area withstood tne effect 


' of the air wave, but they came through 


the ordeal of lire successfully. 


"The metallic rods and laths within 


• the concrete enabled the buildings to 


give slightly to the air tvave when it 
struck the 
buildings; 
the 
windows 


caved in. The reverberating air 
en- 


, tered and. expanding, passed through 


the opposite windows, thereby helping 


' to straighten up the main structure 


again although lire was lefl behind. 
Brick 
structures collapsed isnomin- 


ously, being pulled inward by the noor 
and roof joists and girders. 


"Not all the 100,000 windows broken 


were blown in: m;>.ny were blown out 
by the advance wave entering open 
doors and creating a preliminary high 
internal pressure, sufficient 
to 
burst 


out some windows before 
the 
main 


blast arrived and blew in the remain- 
ing windows." 
The paper finds that the damage will 


not exceed one-tenth of the value that 
a preliminary inspection of the area 
might lead one to anticipate.

6.—Approxi- 


mately 50,000 Germans in the United 
States, who have been unable since the 
beginning of the war to set back to 
the fatherland to tight with the Teu- 
tonic allies, have left this country for 
Mexico during; the last 30 days. 


Almost every one of these men is a 


German reservist. 
.Each has left un- 


der orders and gone to a definite point 
in Mexico to report to a specified in- 
dividual. 


The exodus has not been from New 


York city alone, but from almost ev- 
ery large c-ity and town in the coun- 
try, 
and where necessary, funds have 


been supplied the travelers from Ger- 
man sources. 
In other cases the re- 


servists have realized 
on 
whatever 


assets they had before leaving 
the 


United States. 


There is a prominent German official 


who, 
from the background, is direct- 


ing this movement. 
He has assumed 


much of the secret work that Ambassa- 
dor von Bernstorff had charge of here 
and which could not, ?or obvious rea- 
sons, be turned over to the Swiss min- 
ister, Dr. Paul Hitter. 


Every German 
reservist 
in 
this 


country has had in his possession a. red 
card printed In German, and which he 
carried in his inside pocket. 
That 


card save him instructions where to 
so and to whom to report in the event 
of receipt of instructions from somft 
German authority that lie would recog- 
nize. 


This card, it is understood, is a new 


one, 
issued during the past two months 


and one that superseded the 
usual 


card carried by every German reservist 
leaving the fatherland. 


The official admission by Berlin of 


the authenticity of the note of Foreign 
Secretary Zimmermann to the German 
ambassador in Mexico is taken as fur- 
ther proof of the existence of a well 
organized plan to provide for the 
mediate transfer of German reservists 
from the United States to Mexican soil. 


The exodus of Germans lias taken 


place by both boat and rail, and al- 
though it has been in progress in a 
more or less desultory fashion 
for 


aome months, there has been a marked 
increase of southern travelers in the 
last month. 


Some few of these have gone to Cuba, 


but most of them had a town In one 
of the 
constitutional 
provinces of 


Mexico as 
his 
destination. 
This 


movement became so marked as to 
draw, attention of United States 
offi- 


cials on the border to conditions, which, 
upon investigation, were found to be 
confirmed in other sections of the 
country. 


Some Germans who have gone to 


Mexico freely stated their Intention 
before leaving, and declared that they 
were acting under German govern- 
ment Instructions. 


By far the 
large majority simply 


left their accustomed haunts or places 
of employment, shying nothing, and 
some few, who were in unusually good 
positions, simply explained that they 
"had to get to Mexico." 


Nearly 4000 German sailors, many ot 


them naval reservists, who were mem- 
bers of the crews of the self-interned 
German ships in this port, have been 
lost track of since the beginning of 
the war. 


Under the Immigration laws any of 


these men. unless for physical reasons 
unfit, could go to Ellis Island, pay $4 
and bo free to go to whatever part of 
the country they liked. 
Many of these 


have done this from time to time, but. 
many have simply disappeared without 
going through the formality.

MAY PUT SUDDEN END TO IT 


The time for filing nomination pa- 


pers for the delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention expires today at 
5 


o'clock. The names of candidates ill- 
ing- papers in this city have already 
appeared in The Sun. 
But the main 


point hinges now on the question of 
whether there will be a 
convention. 


There is a very strong belief in certain 
quarters that the war may put a sud- 
den end to the convention. 
Serious 


minded men are of the belief that it 
would be useless to hold a convention 
if the country were at war. Some of 
these people even declare that it would 
be no loss because of the little interest 
which the people have manifested in the 
convention and because of the rather 
mediocre candidates brought out. 


The time set for the convention is 


Wednesday, June 6. It will consist of 
320 delegates. 
Sixteen of these will 


be elected at-large; four will be chosen 
from each congressional district, and 
the representative districts will elect 


the same number of delegates that they 
now send to the legislature. 


If it transpires after the nomination 
papers have been filed that the number 
of candidates-at-large or of candidates 
In any district equals or exceeds three 
times the number to be elected, non- 
partisan primary will be held. Twice 
the number of candidates to be elected 
will be nominated at tiie primary. It 
will be held on Tuesday, April S. No 
primary will be held where the number 
of candidates who have tiled nomina- 
tion papers is not equal to or greater 
than three times the number to be 
elected.

LONDON. March 6.—The 
German 


government's plan for involving Mexico 
and Japan in war with the 
United 


States, in the event of hostilities be- 
tween* Germany and America, was de- 
fended in an address before the reich- 
stag by Foreign Secretary 
Zimmer- 


mann. as quoted In a Reuter dispatch 
from Amsterdam. Replying to objec- 
tions raised by a socialist member to 
the Mexican proposals. Dr. Zimmer- 
mann said: 


"We were looking out for all of us. 


in the event of there being the pros- 
pect of war with America. It was a 
natural and justified precaution. I am 
not sorry that, through its publication 
in America it also became known in 
Japan. 


"For the dispatch nf these instruc- 


tions a secure way was chosen which 
at present is at Germany's disposal. 
How the Americans came into posses- 
sion of the text -which went to America 
n special secret code we do not know. 
That these instructions should have 
fallen into American hands is a mis- 
fortune, but that does not alter the 
fact that the step was necessary for 
our patriotic interests. 


"Least of all 
are they in America 


justified In being excited about our ac- 
tion. It would be erroneous to suppose 
that the step made a particularly deep 
impression abroad. It is regarded as 
what it is—justifiable, defensive action 
in the event of war."

The vote in every city was made ei- 


ceptionally light by a snow storm, ac- 
companied by a northeast gale, which 
in some places reached a velocity of 
more than 4G miles an hour.

neace must henceforth depend imposes upon each nation the 
duty of seeing to it that all influences proceeding from its own 
citizens meant to encourage or assist revolution in other states 
should be sternly and effectually suppressed and prevented. 


These principles contain the essential elements of world peace am 


the federation of nations as declared by the president in his appeal fo 
universal peace-. 
This is seen in his statement that peace cannot res 


securely upon an aimed balance of power and that national armament 
should be limited to the necessities of national order and domestic safety 


His statement in reference to the movements conducted in one coun 


try to produce revolution in another is evidently based upon the variou 
dements engaged in such movements in this country. 
There are nation 


nlities in this country that are continually being fleeced and imposed upo' 
by professional patriots who pretend to be working for the freedom o 
this or that European country, when in many cases, they are dom 
everything in their power to defeat the national aspirations of the people 


whose freedom they pretend to seek. 


President Wilson is a safe and sagacious leader, his aim being to 


'<an America united in feeling, in purpose and in its vision of duty, o 
opportunity and of service." He made no direct reference to his disap

THE 
TAXES? 


Death and ta,xes are two things which none can eycapc. 
But how 


does it come that tho man who does not own any real estate pays part 


of the real estate tax? 


Thia is a matter upon which there seems to be a great deal ol 


misunderstaoding. 
It was quite noticeable during the discussion of 
^ 


the appropriations at city hal] a couple of weeks ago that every in- 
crease of wages for municipal employes was very generally applauded 
or approved by the wage earners throughout the city, including many 
wao have to work harder than the city employes in question and yet do 


not earn nearly so much. 


There seems to be a widespread delusion among those who pay 


only a poll tax, that it does not concern them whether the tax rate he 
high or low. 
Such an impression is certainly very erroneous. 
In the 


final analysis it is the working masses who have to pay the bulk of the 


taxes. 


Put up the tax rate and property owners either put up their rents 


or else they refuse to make the necessary repairs and thus the tenants 
pay either in money or in the lack of what they should otherwise have 


and enjoy. 


If the tax rate takes a jump the factories will manage to mako their 


operative3 pay most of the increase. If they do not cut down wages 


they w31 do it in some other way. 


When the merchants find taxes jumped up to any great extent, they 


must get more profit on what they sell in order to meet their bills. 
_ Thus 


the people pay taxes unconsciously in what they buy. 
So 
it 
is 
in 


various other industries. 
The wage earners who pay only a, tax bill 


indirectly pay their share of the taxes on property. For this reason it 
is utterly foolish for any person to assume that he does not pay any 
part of the property tax because he does nob own any property. 
He 


has to have some place in which to cat ,aad to sleep. 
Ho must buy 


what he wants to wear and in these various ways, although he does not 
get a tax bill from city hall, he pays his share of tho taxes levied on 


real estate. 
' 
It is plain, therefore, that the city hall nmcials who arc needlessly 


lavish with the city's money, and arc thus increasing the tax rate, are 
not working for the greatest good of the greatest number. 
They are 


benefiting the few at the expense of the many and the unthinking men 


who applaud arc among those who will finally in one way or another 
have to foot the bills. 
For this reason we. do, not sec the logic of men 


who jubilate over an increase in taxes which they themselves will have 


to pay.

the authenticity of the note of Foreign 
Secretary Zimniermann to the German 
ambassador in Mexico- is .taken as fui 
ther proof of the existence of a well 
organized plan to provide for the im 
mediate' transfer of German reservist? 
from the United States to Mexican soil. 


The exodus of Germans has taken 


place by both boat and rail, and al- 
though it has been in progress in a 
more or less desultory fashion, for 
some months, there has been a marked 
increase of southern travelers in the 
last month.

movement became so marked as to 
draw attention of United States off! 
cials on the border to conditions, which

Some Germans who have gone to 


Mexico freely stated their intention 
before leaving, and declared that. the\ 
were acting under German govern- 
ment instructions. 


By far the 
large majority simply 


left their accustomed haunts or .places 
of employment, saying nothing, and 
some few, who were in unusually good 
positions, simply explained that the\ 
"had to get to Mexico." 


Nearly -1000 German .sailors, many of 


them naval reservists, who were mem- 
brn-s of the crews of the self-interned 
German ships in this port, have been 
lost track of since the beginning of 
the war. 


Under the immigration laws any of 


these men. unless for physical reasons 
unlit, could pro to Ellis Island, pay 5-1 I 
and be free to go to whatever part of j 
the country they liked. .Many of these 
have done this from time to time, but 
many have simply disappeared without 
going through the formality.

WHO 
PAYS 
THE 
TAXES? 


Death' and taxes are two things which none can escape. 
But how 


does it come that the man who does not own any real estate pays part, 


of the real estate tax? 


This is a matter upon which there seems to be a great deal of 


misunderstanding. 
It was quite noticeable during the discussion ot | 


the appropriations at city hall a couple of weeks ago that every in- 
crease of wages for municipal employes was very generally applauded 
or approved by the wage earners throughout the city, including many 
who have to work harder than the city employes in question and yet do 


Cot earn nearly eo much. 


There seems to bo a widespread delusion among those who pay 


only a poll tax, that it does not concern them whether the. tax rate be 
high or low. Such an impression is certainly very erroneous. 
In the 


final analysis it is the working masses who have to pay the bulk of the 


taxes. 


Put up the tax rate and property owners either put up their rents 


or else they refuse to make the necessary repairs and thus the tenants 
pay either in money or in the lack of what they should otherwise have 


and enjoy. 


If the tax rate takes a jump the factories will manage to make f hen- 


operatives pay most of the increase. If they do not cut down wages 


they will do it in some other way. 


When the merchants find taxes .lumped up to any great extent they 


must get more profit on what they sell in order to meet their bills. Thus 
the people pay taxes unconsciously in whet they buy. 
So 
it 
is 
in 


various other industries. 
The wage earners who pay only a fax bill 


indirectly pay their share, of the foxes on property. For this reason it 
is utterly foolish for any person to assume that he docs not pay any 
part of the property tax because he does not own any property. 
He 


has to have some place iu which to eat .and to sleep. 
He must buy 


what he wants to wear arid in these various ways, although he, does not 
get a lax bill from city ball, he. pays his share of the, taxes levied on 
real estate. 


It is plain, therefore, thai, the city hall officials who are needlessly 


lavish with the city's money, and are thus increasing the tax ntte, are, 
not working for the greatest good of the greatest, number. 
They are 


benefiting the few at the expense ot the, many mid the unthinking men 
who applaud are among those who will finally in one way or another 
have to foot the, bills. For this reason we do not see the logic of men 
who jubilate over an increase in (axes which they themselves will have 
to pay.
